On Constitutionality. 


Answering the wet contention that 
the eighteenth amendment made both 
prohibition acts impotent, the decision

“ Did the states, by its adoption with 
ff the provision it should not become 
effective * until one year from the rati- 
fication,” intend to restrict, amend, or 
anny any of the previous grants (pro- 
hibition) to the national government? 
“ This amendment is a declaration of 
ral policy, with provisions for its 
‘It is also a part ot our fundamenta! 
jaw. Its place in the framework of our 
constitution is-new, but none the less 
secure as that of the original articles 
or prévious amendments. Congress had 
the power before the eighteenth amend; 


ment was passed to make police regula-) 


tions im aid of the war. That amend- 
ment certainly did not destroy that 
right. If it had been passed in January, 
1917, with the one year of grace for the 
liquor interests to readjust themselves 
and their businesses, could: any one in 
reason contend that congress had not 
the power in April, 1917, to prohibit the 
manufacture, sale, or even use of ar- 
dent spirits? I cannot agree with the 
decision * of Judge Brown of Rhode 
Island that the eighteenth amendment 
necessitates the declaring of the war 
and national prohibition acts unconsti- 


tutional. 
Concerning Appeal. 

“ Plaintiffs urge that, even if we con- 
clude the. laws involve are valid, we 
should stay the hand of the govern- 
ment pending appeal. 

“If individual loss incidental to a 
proper exercise of police power of the 
government is not compensated for, 
the court knows no reason why the 
plaintiffs should have a temporary in- 
junction pending appeal. What con- 
zress has done is in the interests of 
’ public welfare and public morals. If 
plaintiffs, not entitled to compensation, 
the prohibition law being valid, may 
sell and distribute their product among 
the people of the country, the damage 
to the general welfare has been ‘done 
and can never be undone.” 

In answering the wets’ charges that | 
the war is over, and that congress no 
“longer has power to enforce prohibi- 

tion under an obsolete law, Judge Car- 
penter declared that congress has the 
vight to enact any law necessary, and 
that police power has been expressly 
eonferred on the United, States by its 
ovwn constitution. 


The End of the’ War. 


“The armistice was signed Nov. 11, 
1918," he ruled. “ The war prohibition 
aet was passed Nov. 21 of that year, 
so 4Nat, when congress declared prohi-

war and thereafter until the termina- 
“tion of demobilization,’ it must be pre 
sumed to have had in mind the then 
xisting conditions. The armistice hav- 
ing been signed, it could not have had 
in mind a cessation of actual combat;

h It is to be hoped pride of opinion will not hold 
RA tae the ratification of the treaty in an impasse, — 
3 less defeat it. The treaty cannot be ratified with- 
out the principal reservations formulated by the 
i majority leaders in the senate. That is clear. The} 
4: question is therefore flatly before the minority and 
i the president whether they are willing to accept 
the responsibility of defeating ratification in its 
only possible form. So far as insistence upon the 
reservations are concerned, the Republicans and all 
% reservationists are quite willing to accept responsi- 
if bility, even if it finally results in the defeat of 
| ratification. We hold the issues of Ameritan inde- 
pendence involved in the reservations more essen- 
tial to our national welfare than the success of the 
covenant framed at Paris and more important than 
our signature to the terms of peace. 
The participation of the United States in a 
league experiment is too important to be refused 

4 because we make reservations; to say nothing of the 
importance of our adhesion to the terms imposed 
Pt upon the central powers. Itegoes without saying 
that both Great Britain and France would much 
prefer us to have signed promptiy on the dotted 
line, and that there is disappointment over opr 
refugal to enter into the European complex as un- 
' veservedly as Mr. Wilson proposed. But our reser- 
44 vations are defensive as our policy is nonaggres- 
‘ bs sive, so that London and Paris have only to decide 

f whether half a loaf is better than no bread. 

Tene: It would seem to be common sense in Washing- 

ton, as we have no doubt it will be deemed common 

vense in London and Paris, to accept the entrance 
of the United States into the league experiment as 
we choose to come in, in full confidence that our 
participation is essential and will be as conducive 
to its success as that of any other member. We 
were at Paris, and we shall be at Geneva, more 
nearly disinterested than any of the principal 
powers, at least as far as European problems are 
concerned. While this may make us troublesome 
at times, it.will usually be because we have no irons 
in the fire and therefore are free to theorize and 
to thwart plans not in our view compatible with 

_ justice or the common welfare. If this is unde- 
sirable it must be so considered from a viewpoint 
of European self-interest which we cannot afford to 
adopt. 

‘The experiment of the league should be tried, 
and with our participation under proper conditions. 
It will be an experiment which may wholly fail. 
Reservationists propose that its failure shall not 
vitally injure our country. On the other hand we 
hope it will not fail, but that it will serve the ends‘ 

of intérmational peace from the beginning. We 
may be sure that the constitution of the league) 
will alter, with experience and evolve gradually. 
‘The important thing—after due regard to our nar 
tional security—is to set up a new and, we hope, 
better agency of international codperation: to bring. 
covernments together in common counsel on mat- 
ters of vital interest, and to try to evolve some 
efficient system by which the machinery of inter- 
national relations shall express the normal popular 
desire for peace. |

protect its own proper security, The treaty should

Canadian cities may be very 
pleasant to the eye, but St. Louis grins and shows} 
us how it plucks out of our very grasp some very 
desirable industrial plums.

keeps back we shall soon worry in a very material 
way.

China received $2.42 Chinese in exchange for $1 
United States gold. They were charged for quar- 
ters and food on that basis, Since the date men- 
tioned payment has been made in paper currency. 
In exchange for this the soldiers receive as little 
as 96 cents Chinese for $1 Ameridan. Let it be 
considered further that prices for quarters and 
food have gone eky high since the $2.42 exchange 
rate obtained and it will be seen that our soldiers, 
especially the lower ranks of officers who must 
pay for their own food, aré being forced into a 
humiliating situation in the presence of better pro-

Carranza’s latest message to congress, with its) 
long recital of wrongs alleged against us, is only 
the latest expression of a persistent policy and at- 
titude. Doubtless political expediency has much to 
do with this poli¢y, but, it would not be expedient 
politically if there did not exist in Mexico a wide- 
spread hostility to the United States. So far as the 
educated Mexican—a mixture of Spanish and In- 
dian blood—is concerned there is a temperamental 
lack of sympathy. Nationally 1846 is not forgotten 
or forgiven. There is the natural fear of a small 
people in possession of a rich dominion lest we 
should rob them. And there is the artificial influ- 
ence of jingo politics. Whatever the causes, the 
fact is only too clear that Carranza represents bit- 
ter hostility to us and that so long as Mexican con- 
ditions remain under his or similar influences, “Mex: 
ico will be a continuing danger to our peace and 
safety, a door always held open to any one who 


would strike at us.

BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


Every farmer should put forth effort’ 
to secure the greatest return from sen | 
“manure produced on his farm each 
‘year. The value of barnyard manure | 
‘ean hardly be overestimated. Proof of 
‘this has been brought out in trials con-- 
ducted by the University of Missouri. 
It was found that an average applica- 
tion of eight tons of manure to the acre 
once in four years increased the yie. 
of corn 10.5 bushels; oats, 5.17 bushels; 
wheat; 5.4 bushels, and clover hay 937 
pounds. Each ton of manure showed 
an increase in yield to be worth $4.83 
at prevailing prives the first of the 
year, and $2.34 at pre-war prices for 
every ton applied, while it costs not 
more than $1 @ ton to collect¥and haul 
it to the field. i 

If every live stock farmer would han- 
dle manure on his farm carefully the 
average soil should return about two 
tons of manure to each acre of culti- 
vated land. Straw piles must be saved, 
ef. course, in order to do this. Manure 
is not always easily saved, but here is 
some advice that will help: Keep the 
manure together; don’t let it get scat- 
tered ‘about the barn lots. Do not 
- allow the hogs and chickens to waste it. 
When possible, haul it to the field im- 
mediately, er store it in concrete pits 
to prevent leaching.
